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Review  of  County  jlistopy. 


»HE  COUNTY  of  Ashtabula 
occupies  the  northeast  corner 
of  the  State  of  Ohio  and  of 
the  Western  Reserve.  Its  en- 
tire territory  embraces  a total 
area  of  nine  hundred  and 
seven  square  miles,  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty  of  which  are 
water.  The  land  portion  con- 
tains an  area  of  six  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  square  miles, and  is  larger 
by  about  fifteen  square  miles  than  any 
other  county  in  the  state.  The  county 
is  situated  on  the  water  shed  or  the 
dividing  ridge  between  Lake  Erie 
and  the  Ohio  River.  The  first  per- 
manent settlement  in  the  county  was 
made  in  what  is  now  Harpersfield 
Township,  in  1798,  by  Alexander 
Harper,  Wm.  McFarland  and  Ezra 
Gregory  and  their  families,  who  came 
from  Harpersfield,  New  York.  At  the  time  of  the 
arrival  of  these  settlers  there  were  only  1 5 other  families 
on  the  Reserve — 10  at  Youngstown,  three  at  Cleveland 
and  two  at  Mentor.  The  county  began  a separate  and 
distinct  existence  in  January,  1811.  In  1810  the  popu- 
lation was  about  1,000  ; in  1820  it  was  7,382  ; in  1830 
it  was  14,584  ; 28,765  in  1850  ; 32,537  in  1870,  and 
37,139  in  1880  ; while  at  the  present  time  the  number 
will  be  found  in  the  neighborhood  of  45,000.  This 
section  early  took  an  active  part  in  the  abolition  move- 
ment, and  what  has  been  considered  some  of  the  most 
illustrious  men  of  the  state  came  from  this  county, 


among  whom  were  Benjamin  F.  Wade,  Joshua  R.  Gid- 
dings,  and  others.  The  schools  have  been  carefully 
looked  after  and  are  among  the  best  in  Ohio,  while  the 
church  organizations  are  numerous  and  include  those  of 
all  the  various  denominations,  and  the  social  status  is 
above  the  average  in  morals,  education  and  culture. 
The  soil  is  quite  productive.  The  surface  is  of  a 
slightly  undulating  character,  and  an  excellent  system 
of  d rain age*exten d s throughout  the  entire  county.  Two 
ridges,  lying  at  a distance  of  from  one-half  mile  to  two 
miles  from  each  other,  traverse  the  northern  part  of  the 
county,  the  soil  of  which  is  a fertile,  sandy  loam,  well 
adapted  to  the  growth  of  cereals  and  of  fruits,  the 
climate,  on  account  of  the  proximity  of  the  lake,  being 
particularly  favorable  to  the  culture  of  the  latter,  and 
even  in  its  wild  state  this  county  was  distinguished  for 
the  variety  of  its  fruits  and  foliage.  Between  the 
ridges  the  soil  merges  into  a darker  and  heavier  mould, 
while  the  central  and  southern  portions  of  the  county 
have  a clay  soil,  whose  nature  is  admirably  adapted  to 
pasturage  and  dairy  farming.  Ashtabula  leads  all 
other  counties  in  the  state  in  the  manufacture  of  butter 
and  cheese,  and  in  the  tonnage  of  hay  produced.  From 
the  last  annual  report  we  find  there  was  made  in  home 
dairies  and  factories  3,76 "<,078  pounds  of  cheese  and 
1,065,231  pounds  of  butter  ; while  there  were  52,280 
acres  in  hay,  from  which  were  obtained  67,066  tons. 
Financially,  the  county  makes  a good  showing.  The 
value  of  real  estate  in  the  county  is  placed  at  $11,555,- 
761,  and  of  chattel  property  at  $6,211,954,  or  a total 
valuation  of  $17,765,715.  While  there  is  no  county 
debt  proper,  the  total  township  debts  is  $'>,100  ; village 
debts  $6,700,  and  school  district  debts  $18,870,  or  a 
total  indebtedness  of  $60,870.

RfSHTABUL  A is  one  of  the  most  enterprising  and 
wS  If  wealthy  trade  centers  of  Northeastern  Ohio,  with 
® a population  of  over  7,000  people.  The  first  per- 
manent  settlement  was  made  about  1803-4.  It 
was  incorporated  as  a borough  in  1828  and  the  growth 
since  has  been  gradual  but  permanent.  Aside  from  the 
big  trade  had 
with  the  sur- 
rounding ter- 
ritory, consid- 
erable manu- 
facturing is 
carried  on  and 
a very  exten- 
sive lake  traf- 
fic is  had  in 
the  handling 
of  iron  ore  and 
coal,  a larger 
business  being 
transacted  in 
this  line  than 
at  any  other  of 
the  lower  lake 
ports  with  two 
exceptions. — 

There  are  also 
excellent  rail- 
road facilities,  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern 
and  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  roads  passing 
through  here  from  east  to  west,  and  the  Ashtabula  and 
Pittsburg  and  the  Ashtabula  and  Jamestown  roads  from 
the  south  giving  access  to  large  quantities  of  the  best 
coal  which  are  shipped  by  water  to  distant  points.  Ash- 
tabula possesses  all  the  requirements  of  the  modern  city

of  its  class.  Excellent  schools  are  conducted  on  the 
graded  system  and  a fine  high  school  building  has  been 
erected  at  a cost  of  $15,000.  There  are  eight  churches 
made  up  of  Congregational,  Baptist,  Methodist,  Presby- 
terian, Episcopal  and  Catholic  denominations.  A first- 
class  system  of  water  works  has  just  been  completed  and 
a well  organized  fire  department  is  kept  in  readiness, 
while  the  city  hall  recently  completed  at  a cost  of  $25,- 
UOO  would  be  a credit  to  a much  larger  city.  The  Press

The  principal  standard  brand  is  known  as  “Buckeye,” 
which  bears  the  highest  standard  value  both  with  the  trade 
and  consumers  in  all  markets  into  which  it  has  been  intro- 
duced.

HARBOR 


I ARBOR  is  the  postoffice  name  of  quite  a thriving 
business  point  at  the  junction  of  the  Ashtabula 
River  and  Lake  Erie.  The  first  settlement  in 
this  part  of  the  county  was  made  in  this  neigh- 
borhood in  1801.  This  place  was  made  a part  of  Ash- 
tabula in  1877,  and  is  known  as  the  first  ward  of  the 
city  proper,  with  which  it  is  connected  by  a street  rail- 
road about  three  miles  long.  It  has  a social  and  busi- 
ness life  of  its  own,  however,  and  during  the  lake  season 
probably  transacts  more  business  than  any  other  point 
in  the  county.  It  was  here  that  the  first  survey  was  made 
for  a harbor  of  any  of  the  ports  on  the  inland  lakes, 
and  vessels  have  sailed  from  here  since  1*14.  As  it  is 
recognized  as  one  of  the  best  harbors  on  Lake  Erie,  it  is 
the  point  at  which  many  craft  outfit  or  purchase  their 
supplies,  and  a large  business  is  done  in  this  line.  Ex- 
tensive ore  docks  are  also  located  here,  and  many  thou- 


sand tons  of  ore  from  the  upper  lake  region  are  un- 
loaded from  vessels  and  loaded  upon  the  cars  annually, 
the  amount  handled  being  second  only  to  that  trans- 
fered  at  Cleveland.  Large  quantities  of  coal  are  also 
brought  here  by  rail  and  shipped  by  water  to  distant 
points.  In  former  years  about  the  only  source  of  business 
was  the  lake  traffic,  but  the  increased  railroad  facilities 
caused  a diversion  of  commerce  to  other  points.  Of  late 
years,  however,  the  ore  and  coal  business  has  rapidly 
increased  ; improved  methods  of  handling  cargoes  have 
been  devised*  and  the  aggregate  business  of  the  place 
has  increased  yearly.  This  has  always  been  a delight- 
ful place  in  summer,  and  doubtless  with  the  growth  of 
time  it  will  prove  not  only  a place  of  thriving  business, 
but  a delightful  and  perhaps  fashionable  resort.  The 
more  important  business  houses  will  be  mentioned  in  the 
articles  which  follow.

8INGSVILLE  Township  is  situated  in  the  North- 
eastern part  of  the  county,  and  is  bounded  on 
the  north  by  the  waters  of  Lake  Erie.  About 
the  year  1805  the  first  settlement  was  made  in 
the  township,  and  in  1810  it  was  organized  with  between 
25  and  30  families  within  its  limits.  It  is  well  watered 
and  is  considered  the  best  agricultural  district  in  the 
county.  There  are  also  good  railroad  facilities  afforded, 
the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern,  and  the  New 
York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  roads,  both  passing  through 
the  northern  part  of  thetownship.

The  mill  now  has  a capacity  of  100  bbls.,  and 
75  horse  power  engine  is  used.  Mr.  Sherman  was  born  in  the 
state  of  New  York  : through  his  liberal  expenditure  Kingsville 
and  vicinity  enjoys  the  advantages  of  a good  market  for  grain 
and  one  of  the  best  mills  in  this  section  of  the  state.

J.  R.  MULLETT.— Horseshoer. 

Thirty-eight  years  ago  Mr.  Mullett  first  took  up  his  resi- 
dence in  this  town  and  for  the  past  45  years  he  has  followed 
the  trade  of  horseshoer,  which  he  has  made  a special  study.

ROCK  CREEK. 


OCK  CREEK  is  one  of  the  most  important  vil- 
lages in  the  eastern  part  of  the  county  and  is  lo- 
cated in  Morgan  Township  on  the  line  of  the 
Ashtabula  and  Pittsburg  Railroad.  The  first  set- 
tlement in  this  neighborhood  was  made  about  1800-2, 
the  first  mill  having  been  built  in  1808.  This  soon  be- 
came quite  a center  for  the  grinding  of  flour,  and  it  is 
said  that  the  first  flour  shipped  to  New  Y"ork  from  this 
county  was  sent  from  here  and  was  surpassed  by  but 
one  brand  in  the  market.  As  early  as  1821  the  tannery 
interest  began  to  develop  here  and  became  quite  an  im- 
portant one.  The  village  or  as  it  was  originally  called 


“the  Town  of  Rock  Creek,”  was  incorporated  as  such  in 
the  Spring  of  1 849.  At  the  present  time  it  is  quite  a 
business  place  of  some  600  inhabitants.  It  contains  an 
excellent  school  system  with  a high  school  erected  in 
1869  at  a cost  of  $12,000  ; Presbyterian,  Methodist  and 
Disciple  churches  ; and  lodges  of  Odd  Fellows  and  Ma- 
sons ; also,  a well  conducted  weekly  paper.  Considera- 
ble manufacturing  is  carried  on  and  a large  trade  is  had 
with  the  surrounding  country.  The  different  industries 
are  varied  and  some  of  them  quite  extensive.  Follow- 
ing will  be  found  brief  histories  of  the  more  important 
concerns  here.

In  1875  he  erected  his  present  fine 
brick  block,  which  is  one  of  the  most  creditable  structures  of 
the  town.  His  father,  Mr.  Wm.  R.  Latimer,  was  one  of  the  \ 
old  pioneers  of  this  section,  coming  to  this  section  in  1818,  and  i 
will  be  remembered  by  many  of  the  old  residents  of  the  \ 
county.

In 
regard  to  the  principles  of  economy  there  are  presented  all  that 
could  be  desired,  and  the  facilities  afforded  are  such  as  to  fully 
meet  the  requirements  of  modern  educational  demands.  Grand 
River  Institute  is  open  to  both  sexes,  and  has  a capacity  for 
instructing  300  pupils.  For  the  past  few  years  the  average  at- 
tendence  has  been  about  125,  and  it  is  hoped  to  largely  increase 
that  number  for  the  coming  year.  This  Institute  furnishes 
very  superior  advantages  to  those  who  desire  a thorough  and 
liberal  education.  No  more  healthful  location  can  be  found, 
and  Austinburg  is  entirely  free  from  the  distractions  of  larger 
towns  or  cities,  and  from  saloons,  and  their  attendent  evils.
